figures for earlier periods, the index numbers relating to (1) sales 
for Home Trade, and (2) the value of stocks at the end of the 
month, based on average monthly sales or stocks in 1937 = 100. 
The figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale Textile 
Association in collaboration with the Bank of England, do not 
include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, but 
practically all the important houses in the large centres of 
distribution are normally contributors; owing to war-time 
disturbances the sample has become less representative than it 
used to be. The particulars relate to all classes of textile goods, 
including wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well 
as furnishings, and also some non-textile goods; in computing 
the value of sales or stocks the purchase tax has been omitted. 
In view of the substantial rise in price which has occurred for a 
number of textile goods since the outbreak of war, the figures 
should not be taken as representing the volume of goods sold 
or in stock. 


* * * 


April.—The index of home trade sales in April was 12 per cent. 
lower than in March, which is smaller than the decreasé last year 
(18 per cent.) but greater than the normal peace-time movement. 
April sales were 1 per cent. below the average of the preceding 
12 months, against 5 per cent. above the average last April, 
and 9 per cent. above the average for the year in peace-time. 
For the third month in succession, wholesale sales were below 
those for the corresponding month last year. 

The value of stocks at the end of April was a little below the 
March figure, but 16 per cent. higher than a year ago. Although 
the rise by volume was probably smaller, it is clear that stocks 
are substantially higher in relation to turnover than formerly.

Bedding 


The Board of Trade have made the Bedding (Manufacture 
and Supply) (No. 4) Directions 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 719, 
price 3d.) which continue with modifications the existing pro- 
Visions relating to the manufacture and supply of mattresses, 
bolsters, pillows, quilts, sleeping bags and other household 
stuffed goods. The quota for the period Ist June to 30th 
November 1943 is 124 per cent. by value of supplies during the 
standard year, i.e., the previous annual rate of 25 per cent. by 
value is continued. Utility pram and cot mattresses and pillows 
and utility cot quilts covered with rayon remain free of quota 
striction. 


N changes i in Specifications 


A new specification, grade ARP, of fire watchers’ mattresses 
and pillows has been added. These may be supplied quota free 
to any person who has surrendered to the supplier a written 
declaration that he will not supply such goods except against 
orders approved by or on behalf of the Regional Commissioner 
for Civil Defence. In addition there are three new snecifications 
for mattresses, grades D, E and F, to be made with a filling of 


New Orders, however, may not be immediately available. 


cotton felt. Grades B and C of mattresses have been omitted 
since curled hair is scarce and stocks must be reserved for hos- 
pital mattresses and similar uses. Applications will be con- 
sidered for licences to manufacture for such purposes. The 
specifications of the filling for wadded and filled quilts have been 
amended, 


Reconditioning 

Any person whether registered or not, who carries out any 
process of reconditioning of mattresses, bolsters or pillows is 
now required to mark the goods as such in a prescribed manner. 
Reconditioned second-hand goods so marked are not subject to 
quota. 


Prices 

Manufacturers of mattresses, bolsters or pillows are now per- 
mitted to exceed the ceiling prices by 42-86 per cent. on a sale 
of such goods of their own manufacture to a retail customer. 
The usual provision has been added with regard to cash discounts, 
and provision has also been made for the allowance of a margin 
on sales of mattresses, bolsters or pillows to wholesalers in cases 
where such a margin was allowed in the standard period. 
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Lasts for Boots and Shoes 


Under the Lasts (Control) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 720, 
price 1d.) a person carrying on the business of manufacturing 
lasts may manufacture lasts only if 

(a) they are lasts of a “‘ normal size ” and he receives.an order 
in writing from a manufacturer of footwear together with a 
certificate in writing that the lasts 

(i) are of the same size and shape of style as lasts in his pos- 
session before Ist June 1943; or 

(ii) are required by him to make bespoke surgical footwear ; 
or 

(iii) conform with a design approved by the Board of Trade 
for the manufacture of wooden soled footwear ; or 

(iv) are required to execute a contract made with a Govern- 
ment Department. 

(6) they are lasts of a size other than “normal” and he 
receives an order in writing from a manufacturer of footwear, 
who may not thus order more than six pairs of that size per 
calendar year. 

The last maker may, however, complete any lasts which he 
commenced to manufacture before Ist June 1943. 

For the purposes of this Order “normal size”’ means any 
size within the following ranges in the categories stated, viz. :—

The Order applies to both wooden and metal lasts for boot and 
shoe manufacture and repair, and applies also to lasts made to be 
exported. 


Concentration of the Clothing Industry 


Concentration has now been applied to several more small 
areas in southern England and clothing manufacturers in these 
areas have received letters from the Board of Trade advising 
them that they are eligible to participate in concentration 
schemes with firms in approved reception areas. The many 
factories concerned have been advised to get into touch at once 
with suitable reception firms; the Trade Associations have 
readily offered their help in introducing suitable concentration 
partners.

Exports by Retailers to Officers Serving in 
North Africa 


At the request of the War Office, the Board of Trade have 
extended the special temporary arrangements announced on 
7th January 1943, and due to expire on Ist June 1943 for exports 
of rationed goods forming part of authorised outfits to individual 
officers serving in North Africa. The extension will apply to 
Army officers (including women officers) only and, unless other- 
wise announced, will continue until 30th September 1943. 

Until 30th September, therefore, traders may execute orders 
for authorised outfit from individual Army officers (including 
women officers) in North Africa without first making an applica- 
tion to the Board, and the Board will refund coupons after the 
goods have been despatched. Applications for coupons should 
be made on Form A.T.3C and should be accompanied by the 
original order and Post Office receipt to show that the goods 
have been ordered by and despatched to any Army Officer in 
North Africa. 

Note.—Parcels should be addressed, showing name, rank and 
unit of officer and marked “C/o Military Forwarding Officer ”’ 
at either “Dock Street, Newport, Mon.” or “25 Wellington 
Street, Glasgow.” 


Small Traders’ Insurance 
NO COVER—NO COMPENSATION 


Small traders and manufacturers and professional men are 
reminded by the Board of Trade that unless they insure their 
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stocks and equipment they run a graverisk of losing them without 


receiving a penny in compensation. 

In stressing the wisdom of this precdution, the Board points 
out that two insurance schemes are available to them. 

The insurance of stocks is only compulsory if they are worth 
more than £1,000—or £200 in the single exception of licensed 
food retailers—but there are large numbers of establishments such 
as those of bootmakers, tailors, tobacconists and grocers, whose 
stocks run below this figure and who would receive nothing if 
these stocks were uninsured and were destroyed by enemy 
action. 

Under the Commodity Insurance Scheme they can cover 
every £100 of stock for half-a-crown a month—any fire insurance 
company or .Lloyd’s broker will act as agents—and traders 
would be well advised not only to cover their entire stock, but 
to base the amount of insurance on the cost of replacements, 
Claims are paid as soon as the amount is settled. 

The insurance of equipment—the machinery of small manu- 
facturers, the accessories of shops, the professional books of 
professional men and the furniture for the use of boarders in 
boarding houses, are typical items—can be effected under what 
is known as the Business Scheme. Here again the limit: for 
voluntary cover is £1,000, the cost being 5s. for every £100 fora 
period of six months. 

Losses of less than £100 are paid when they are settled but 
losses above this amount will not be paid until after the war. 
Interest at 24 per cent. will however accrue as from the date of 
loss. 

Copies of a leaflet giving full particulars of the schemes are 
available through Chambers of Commerce, Chambers of Trade 
and Local Information Centres. 


Cinematograph Film (Control) Order, 1943 


OPEN GENERAL LICENCE FOR CERTAIN TYPES 
OF SUB-STANDARD FILM 


In pursuance of the Cinematograph Film (Control) Order, 
1943 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 27th March 1943, 
page 118) the Board of Trade have granted an Open General 
Licence (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 718, price 1d.), authorising any 
person to supply or to acquire :— 

(1) Unexposed cinematograph film or contact prints having a 
width not exceeding 16 mm. and being perforated along both 
edges. 

(2) Exposed or unexposed cinematograph film having a width 
of 9-5 mm. 

(3) Prints of any description, made before 8th April 1943, 

having a width not exceeding 16 mm. 
Until further notice, therefore, photographic manufacturers, 
laboratories and dealers will be at liberty to supply the above 
without obtaining individual licences for each transaction under 
the above-mentioned Order. The Open General Licence, however, 
will not affect the operation of the Limitation of Supplies (Mis- 
cellaneous) (No. 19) Order, 1943.* 16 mm. sound film and 
16 mm. reduction prints (including reduction negatives) are 
excluded from the scope of the licence because the processing 
capacity of the laboratories which handle this class of work is at 
present insufficient having regard to the pressing requirements of 
Government Departments. 


Safety Razor Blades 


Under the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 19) 
Order, 1943,* the Board of Trade have issued licences freely per- 
mitting manufacturers and wholesalers to supply safety razor 
blades in excess of their quotas. An amending Order—The 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 20) Order, 1943 
(S. R. & O. 1948 No. 721, price 1d.) has now been made which 
removes the restrictions altogether on the quantity of razor blades 
that may be supplied but requires manufacturers to divide thei 
supplies after 3lst May between registered and unregistered 
persons, in the same proportion as in the year ending with the 31st 
May 1940. The production of razor blades is limited by the 
amount of labour and of special steel available for their manufac- 
ture, and it is important that the distribution of the supplies 
available for the civilian population should be widespread and 
equitable as possible.

The Postnaster-General announces that a Customs declaration 
of the non-adhesive type and a despatch note are no longer 
required in respect) of a parcel for a civil address in Ceylon. 
Instead, a Customs declaration of the adhesive type should be 
affixed to each such parcel. 
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Despatch of Small Quantities of Medicine 
by Post to China 


The Board of Trade have been informed by the Postmaster. 
General that at the request of the Chinese Post Office, arrange. 
ments have been made for the acceptance of small quantities of 
medicines in registered air mail letters for Unoccupied China, 
provided that the contents are declared by means of the usual 
green Customs label. The necessary Export Licence and 
Defence (Finance) regulations must also be complied with, and 
the packets must be posted in accordance with the requirements 
of the Censorship Permit System. 

Normally the importation into China of dutiable articles by 
letter post is prohibited, but this concession has been made by 
the Postal Administration of Free China to facilitate the importa. 
tion of foreign medicines.

VARNISH CAMBRIC INSULATED CABLES 
FOR ELECTRICITY SUPPLY 


The shortage of rubber, paper and other materials has already 
brought about a number of changes in wiring and cable practice, 
and for certain purposes increasing use is being made of varnished 
cambric insulated cables, which were at one time used mainly 
on board ship. Particular interest therefore is attached to the 
appearance of a revision of the British Standard Specification 
for this type of cable which has been published as B.S. 608-1943. 

There will probably be restrictions on supplies of varnished 
cambric from time to time, and it cannot therefore be assumed 
that cambric-insulated cables will replace rubber cables to an 
unlimited extent. The revision of B.S. 608 does, however, bring 
the specification into line with current manufacturing practice 
and will no doubt encourage the use of this alternative to rubber 
cables as far as availability will permit.

FLEXIBLE TRAILING CABLES FOR 
QUARRIES AND METALLIFEROUS MINES 


This new specification is intended to cover the requirements 
relating to flexible cables contained in various Statutory Rules and 
Orders. The specification does not include collectively screened 
cables which are provided for in B.S. 708, but such collectively 
screened cables are not recommended for use in open-cast 
workings or in any other conditions where the cable is exposed 
to the elements. The Specification B.S. 1116 provides for pliable 
armoured cables, both 3-core and 4-core up to 600 volts, and 
4-core up to 3,300 volts. Individually screened cables, both 
3-core and 4-core, up to 660 volts are also included.

FLAMEPROOF HAND-HELD ELECTRIC DRILLING 
MACHINES, PRIMARILY FOR USE IN MINES 


A specification for hand-held electric drilling machines has 
just been issued by the British Standards Institution as B.S. 
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1090-1943. This covers machines such as are used in large 
numbers in coal mines for drilling shot holes in coal, and also in 
stone for blasting. 

Such machines, substantially of the type in use to-day, were 
first introduced from the Continent in 1926 and owing to the 
saving of time etfected, as compared with hand boring with a 
ratchet drill, the demand grew quickly and was ultimately 
catered for by British-made machines. 

When first introduced, and for some time afterwards, the 
motor was controlled by making and breaking the line current 
directly, by means of a grip switch in the handle. 

Owing to limitations of space and weight, it resulted that the 
wear and tear of the switch contacts. was rapid but by the appli- 
cation of remote control, for which this specification provides, 
the duty of the grip switch was limited to breaking the control 
circuit, with corresponding reduction of maintenance. 

However, to meet the requirements of the overseas market, 
this specification admits either direct or remote control. 

These drilling machines are only designed to be driven by a 
squirrel-cage 3-phase induction motor, with a voltage limit 
between lines of 125 volts, 

Some of these machines are designed for 150 cycles and this 
requires the interposition of a frequency changer, which also 
effects the voltage transformation. 

Where the general system is direct current, a motor-generator 
is used to provide the low-voltage 3-phase circuit for the drilling 
machine.

Order in Council P.C. 2989, effective 15th April 1943 has the

This item formerly read— 

Cleaned rice, when imported by manufacturers of cereal foods 
for use in the manufacture of cereal foods, in their own factories, 
British Preferential and Intermediate Tariff—Free, General 
Tariff $1 per 100 pounds. 

By Order in Council P.C. 2988 effective Ist April 1943, the 
following new Tariff Item is established—

British India 


CROP CONDITIONS AND WHOLESALE PRICES 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, Ist May. The sowing of paddy is progressing. Crops 
are unchanged. 

Bihar, 10th May. Crops are fair. The threshing of rabi crops 
continues. 

Orissa, 10th May. The harvesting of dalua paddy and sowing 
of jute are progressing. 

Punjab, 10th May. The condition of crops is unchanged. 

Central Provinces, 7th May. The threshing of rahi crops 
continues. 

Bengal, 12th May. The weeding of autumn crops is proceeding. 
Crcp prospects are favourable. 

Assam, 17th May. Some crop damage has been done in 
Nowgong. The harvesting of spring rice is going on with good 
outturn. Crops prospects are fair. 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX 


The wholesale price Index for April is 293 compared with 272 
for March.

Canada 


RECENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


Consideration of immediate and post-war economic problems 
in Canada has been further enlivened by the presentation of the 
1943-44 budget estimates and by a proposed broadening of 
social security legislation. Measures to provide compulsory 
nation-wide health insurance were submitted for immediate 
legislative action and a report on other features of social security 
is expected to serve as a basis of additional legislative proposals. 

Continuing expansion of general business activity is reported. 
Each of the main components of the official index—measure- 
ments of mineral production, manufacturing, construction, 
electric power output, and distribution—registered an advance 
in January from the level that prevailed in the preceding month. 
The combined average, shown as the seasonally adjusted index 
of the physical volume of business, stood at 227 per cent. of the 
1935-39 average and was approximately 18 per cent. above the 
figure for the first month of last year. 


CO-ORDINATION OF FOOD PRODUCTION 


Further steps in the co-ordination of food production pro- 
grams in Canada and the United States have been reported. 
Arrangements were made early this year for the appointment 
of a joint policy committee representing agricultural authorities 
of the two national governments. The objective is such har- 
monising of total productive effort as will result in a larger output 
of goods, adequately diversified, under conditions of the 
maximum attainable economy. Other new features of correlated 
activities in these countries appear in the field of industrial 
operations. Priority procedure in the Dominion, for example, 
is being co-ordinated with the system in the United States by 
the adoption of a modified controJled-materials plan. Manu- 
facturers were required to submit to the Department of Muni- 
tions and Supply by 10th February their applications for allot- 
ment of critical metallic materials for delivery in the second 
quarter of this year. 





Since the beginning of the war our total recovery of 
waste paper has reached over 3 million tons, but still 
more is needed for essential war purposes. 











Cuba 


SUGAR AND FRUIT TRADES 

Business activity in Cuba during the first weeks of the year 
lacked the stimulus usually provided by the beginning of the 
seasonal operation of sugar mills. Initial grinding of cane was 
set for 15th February, about a month later than in former years. 
Even when the date was announced little quickening of trade 
was immediately induced, apparently because of the continuing 
uncertainty as to the amount of sugar the mills would be allowed 
to preduce. Not until the first week of March was the production 
total indicated ; by Decree the sale of 2,700,000 short tons to 
the United States was authorised and additional small amounts 
for export to other countries and for home use brought the total 
estimated output this season to 3,225,000-tons. The amount of 
1943 raw sugar to be sold to the United States is considerably 
less than the corresponding quantity last year and very much 
less than the total that Cuban producers could have made 
available this season. 

The seasonal movement of fresh fruits to markets in the 
United States in recent months, like other commerce, has been 
affected especially by shipping difficulties. As measured by 
statistics of trade, the banana is Cuba’s most important fruit. 
Many types. are grown—some for export, others for local con- 
sumption and a few that have qualities of suitability for either 
use. Harvesting of bananas is not seasonal; planting also is 
done throughout the year but is greatest during the rainy seasons, 
particularly in the months from May to July. Fruit matures 
about 12 months after the planting. The peak of banana exports 
was reached in 1937 when 8,533,000 stems were sent to the 
United States. Later shipments have declined steadily, dropping 
last year to 2,444,000 stems. Guaranty Trust Company of New

El Salvador 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1942 

The total/volume of exports from El Salvador in 1942 was 
66,767 metric tons (of which coffee represented 53,098 tons or 
759,427 bags of 69 kilos) valued at 18,685,127 U.S. dollars (of 
which coffee accounted for 14,651,510 U.S. dollars). Trade 
was mainly with the United States, exports to that country 
having brought in 15,081,212 U.S. dollars of which coffee repre- 
sented 13,298,134 U.S. dollars. 

The 1942-43 coffee crop is estimated at about 750,000 bags 
of 69 kilos, practically all of which has been sold. Shipments 
have been going forward satisfactorily and all the coffee in the 
hands of exporters was expected to be shipped by the end of 
April, while that in the hands of the Coffee Control Department 
will also be despatched to the United States during the next 
two or three months. As the United States import quota is 
well in excess of the crop, even lower grade coffee previously 
consumed locally will be shipped to the United States provided 
cargo space is available. The 1942-43 sugar crop is expected to 
reach about 350,000 quintals and is is hoped to dispose of the 
exportable surplus of 100,000 quintals to Honduras. Arrivals 
of merchandise from the United States have been fairly constant 
and, except for articles in short supply, stocks in the hands of 
retail merchants appear te be ample. Payments have continued 
very good and merchants are obviously in possession of ample 


funds, Bank of London and South America Ltd., London. 


South Africa 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the Union 
of South Africa, 

General business conditions are steady with the volume of 
trade mainly influenced by the stovk position. The trend of 
turnovers is downward and, while the movement so far has not 
been very marked, the stock position at some centres is being 
viewed with misgiving. 

Activity in the secondary industries has been maintained 
during the month. Heavy engineering shops at East. London 
are less busy, but the decline in business is offset by the growing 
demand for repairs to agricultural and irrigation implements 
and industrial plants. Conditions in the building and allied 
trades are quiet, and the Controller recently stated that unem- 
ployment prospects are serious owing to the difficulty of getting 
supplies of key items: timber, steel and electrical materials. 


GOLD OUTPUT AND RAILWAY EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output for April (25 working days) was 
1,075,363 fine ounces with a value, including the premium, on 
the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £9,033,049, compared with 
1,182,678 fine ounces with a value on the basis of £8 8s. a fine 
ounce of £9,934,495 for April 1942 (25 working days). The 
average daily output for;April 1943 compared with the previous 
month rose by 1,949. to 43,015 fine ounces, but the working period 
was two days shorter. 
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Railway earnings: from Ist' April to 8th May were about 
£4,600,000 compared with £4,200,000 for the corresponding period 
of 1942. 


MAIZE, WOOL AND HIDES 


Farming conditions generally show little change. The Depart. 
ment of Agriculture report indicates that, apart from a few 
districts in Cape Province, rainfall has been. heavy throughout 
the Union and that grazing and condition of livestock are good, 
Wheat farmers are busy ploughing. The tobacco crop in 
Southern Karroo and the Transvaal is good. The maize market 
is still difficult owing to the scarcity of supplies, but the position 
should improve owing to increasing arrivals of the new crop, 
Ripe maize has been damaged during the past few weeks by 
heavy rains. 

Arrivals of wool at Port Elizabeth are very small, and reports 
indicate that, owing to. the drought a few months ago and 
recent sales of breeding ewes for slaughtering, wool production 
in that area will probably show a considerable decline. Offerings 
at East London are mainly shorts and lambs and wools from 
native areas; the general condition is good. The market at 
Durban is quiet. owing to the approach of the end of the season, 
Similar conditions prevail at Cape Town, and the latest reports 
confirm earlier forecasts that the quantity of wool offered during 
the short-wool season is considerably less than usual ; it is also 
reported that there is a tendency among wheat farmers in some 
Cape areas to consider turning their attention to wool production 
owing to its better returns. Alltypes of mohair are in better 
demand, especially super summer kids. 

Hides are firm and steady. Skeepskins are erratic and generally 
easier, but gloving skins are firm and goatskins harder. 

Ostrich feathers are firm. 


CITRUS BOARD’S SCHEME 


The Citrus Board’s Scheme of direct sales from their own 
Depot at Cape Town is proving very successful, and depots will 
be established at the principal centres of the Union. Clearances 
are excellent’; the producer is receiving a better price but the 
consumer paying less than in previous years. A retail price 
control on the: basis:of the Board’s price has been announced by 
the Government. 


Uruguay 
ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


The obstacles’ confronting the replenishment of stocks of 
imported fuels, raw materials and manufactured articles, upon 
which Uruguay so much depends, coupled with the feeling of 
depression at present existing in cattle-farming and agricultural 
circles as a result of the serious effects of the prolonged period of 
drought—fortunately now apparently at an end—have mainly 
contributed to the difficult business conditions which to-day rule 
in this market. The building and allied trades have been suffering 
for some considerable time now from shortage of essential 
materials, especially those manufactured of iron and steel, with 
the result that unemployment is on the increase. Textile im- 
porters are finding that sales have diminished appreciably from 
last year’s figures, this, in the first-place, because of the depleted, 
and in some cases exhausted stocks of the cheaper qualities of 
dry goods, normally supplied by Great Britain and, secondly, 
because’ 6f.the over-buying of certain standard lines of Brazilian 
textiles at comparatively high prices, which consumers ar 
apparently only willing to pay out-of necessity. In almost all 
other branches of the import trade a similar situation prevails. 

The acute shortage of both liquid and solid fuels, which has 
now persisted for some time, has aggravated the atmosphere of 
depression. in all branches of commerce and industry. Serious 
efforts to alleviate the difficulties thus created are being made 
by the burning of home-grown. timber and by the installation of 
producer-gas equipment to motor vehicles and although some 
measure of success has been achieved it has, so far, been of only 
relative importance. 


AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK 
As a culminating feature, the far reaching unfavourable 





consequences of the protracted period of drought have now 
to be contended with, some of the smaller cattle farmers and 
agriculturists in-the northern districts of the country have lost 
all, while many of the larger farmers will require perhaps a yea! 
or so in which to right themselves financially.. In the meantime, 
camp stores, which normally supply the farmers with thei 
provisions, clothing, etc., on the understanding that paymetl 
will be forthcoming when their cattle or crops are ready for 
will have to wait longer for their money. In turn the Monte 
video wholesalers who: supply the camp stores will also have t0 
bide their time. For this-reason the camp stores and. wholesales 
alike are carefully taking stock of their relative positions—tht 
former being reluctant under the circumstances to buy furthet 
merchandise (especially taking into account. the present high 
prices) and the latter being wary of increasing sales on a long-ter™ 
credit basis.

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Export Credits Guarantees 
PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving therm protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he ‘books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 


(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

- ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 
covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the. 
goods are shipped. 


The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk, 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm o.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any o.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases.
